City of Belleville expects to opt out of 
recreational marijuana businesses

Members of the Belleville City Council 
received information in their packets from 
the city attorney on the new law approving 
recreational marijuana and marijuana 
businesses. 

But nothing on the subject was on 
Monday’s city council agenda, so Planning 
Commissioner Mike Renaud suggested 
they put it on the Council Follow-Up List 
to remind them to consider it in the future. 

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer pointed 
out the council had information in their 
packets. She said city attorney Steve 
Hitchcock will come to do a presentation 
to the board at a future meeting. 

“We will have to opt out at one point,” 
said City Manager Kollmeyer. 

It was pointed out the city already has an 
ordinance for medical marijuana, but this 
is recreational marijuana that needs other 
action. 

Under the new state law, approved by 
voters Nov. 6, a municipality must pass 
a resolution to opt out of being a site for 
dispensaries or the state considers it as 


opting in. The deadline for opting out is 
unclear. 

At a Nov. 13 work/study session 
Van Buren Township board members 
unofficially decided to opt out for now and 
possibly opt in in the future. The board is 
expected to pass a resolution opting out at 
a December meeting. 

Sumpter Township attorney Rob Young 
told the Sumpter board at a special 
meeting on Nov. 20 that he would gather 
information on the issue for them and share 
it at an upcoming meeting. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said Renaud had 
a good idea and it will be placed on the 
Council Follow-Up List. 

In other business at the 36-minute 
meeting, the city council: 

e Approved city council meeting dates for 
2019, most on the first and third Mondays 
at 7:30 p.m. Because of holidays, the 
following meeting dates are on Tuesdays: 
Jan. 22, Feb. 19, and Sept. 3; 

e Approved Richoh USA’s bid for a unit 
to replace the present 2009 copier/scanner/ 
fax machine on a 60-month lease at $125.85

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School Board urges lame duck legislators to leave education alone

The Van Buren Public Schools Board of 
Education joined with other school boards 
in Wayne, Oakland, and Macomb counties 
in urging the lame duck legislature in 
Lansing to leave education alone. 

At Monday’s meeting, the board voted 
unanimously to approve the position of the 
Tri-County Alliance for Public Education 
and similarly encouraged legislators to 
leave any legislative action on education 
policies for the next legislature and 
governor “when there is time for thoughtful 
review.” 

When board president Keith Johnston 
asked what kind of weight this resolution 
would have in Lansing, School Supt. Pete 
Kudlak said they are trying to get all the 
superintendents in the tri-county area to do 


this. Then, it would have weight, he said. 

“Tm going to Lansing on Wednesday to 
ask them to leave education alone in the 
lame duck session,’ Supt. Kudlak said. 
“In lame duck things get bundled ... just 
for politics ... We don’t want any rash 
decisions. We don’t want any decisions.” 

He said the lame duck legislators, whose 
terms will expire in January and who are 
no longer responsible to voters, have 12 
meeting days. 

Supt. Kudlak said it’s not as easy as 
putting an A to F grade on schools, as 
has been proposed. “There’s a lot more 
to it than that,” he said, adding they could 
reduce the school aid fund. 

“They should stop and discuss whenever” 
they consider issues, said board treasurer 
Susan Featheringill. “There may be 
something we want them to do.” 


Kudlak said the group talked about that, 
but, he said, in lame duck it’s all trading 
and not discussing. 

“During any regular session they do have 
discussions and call in people... We don’t 
want them to do anything on education in 
lame duck,” he said. 

The vote in support of the resolution was 
6-0, with Trustee Simone Pinter absent. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved naming parent April Turnbull 
to represent the school district on the Parent 
Advisory Committee at Wayne RESA. 
Each PAC member must be a parent of 
a student with a disability. The district’s 
previous representative’s appointment has 
expired; 

e Honored student Karlee Owen for being 
the winner in the Jingle Bell Run logo 


competition for 2018; 

e Heard Featheringill give a first reading 
of proposed board policy updates as 
recommended by NEOLA. The second 
reading and adoption is expected to be held 
at an upcoming meeting; 

e After a closed-door session on student 
discipline at the end of the meeting, went 
back into regular session to reinstate the 
student without conditions. The student 
had been expelled during the 2017-18 
school year and the expulsion period had 
expired; and 

e Went into closed-door session again, this 
time for a periodic personnel evaluation of 
the superintendent. No action was taken 
in the following regular session except to 
adjourn. 


Sumpter Township sets special board meeting to handle business

After being unable to have a board 
meeting on Nov. 13 to conduct business 
because of a lack of a quorum, the Sumpter 
Township Board of Trustees held a special 
meeting on Nov. 20. 

The new board members, who had been 
sworn in the day before, were introduced 
by Supervisor John Morgan and invited to 
say a few words. 

Clerk Esther Hurst, who has served at 
the township for more than 30 years and 
was elected to the clerk position she had 
been appointed to, said she didn’t need to 
introduce herself. 

New Treasurer Ken Bednark said he has 
lived in the community for 40 years and 
hadn’t gotten into township government 
until now. He said it was a long and 
rigorous campaign and now he’s ready to 
serve the township. He invited the residents 
to contact him at any time. 

New Trustee Tim Rush said he has been in 
the community for more than 30 years and 
has decided to retire here. He said he would 
be honored to serve the community and he 
has an open door. 

On Nov. 19, Dawn Hadyniak was sworn 
in as deputy clerk and Vern Morse as deputy 
treasurer. 

In other business at the Nov. 20 special 
meeting, the board: 

e Was informed Trustee Don Swinson 
would not be able to stay for the special 
meeting because he had to leave. Trustee 
Swinson explained he was going to the 
funeral home because Todd Atchinson had 
died; 

e Heard Finance Director Scott Holtz 
explain the second-quarter budget 
amendments and then the board passed 


the amendments. Holtz said the changes 
included $21,000 for auditor services for 
the problems in the treasurer’s office, when 
$3,000 to $5,000 was expected. Holtz said 
he expects more auditor charges coming 
for October. Attorney Rob Young said the 
overall auditing for the township finances 
will be more because Holtz was in the 
treasurer’s office and a person from the 
auditing firm was in Holtz’s office. Also, 
Holtz said, the changes reflect a shortfall 
in expected revenue in the landfill Royalty 
Fund; 

e Approved paying $1,074.82 forthe Detroit 
Edison LED light in the township hall rear 
parking lot. “It has already been done. It 
is a much-needed light,” said Supervisor 
Morgan. Holtz said this is unbudgeted, but 
can be absorbed in the general fund budget. 
Trustee Matthew Oddy said it was dark for 
candidates in the parking lot at the entrance 
to the community center during the election 
and he asked them to take a look at that 
because there is another election in May. 
Clerk Hurst said the media center lights 
have been taken care of; 

e Approved Public Safety Director Eric 
Luke’s request to buy $7,010.35 (plus 
shipping cost to be determined) worth of 
new body armor and load-bearing outer 
carriers for the police department from its 
forfeiture fund. Director Luke said they 
were due to buy 10 vests at $664 each, with 
a Department of Justice grant to cover 50% 
of each vest. When an officer had to take 
off his taser because he was having back 
problems, Luke looked into outer load- 
bearing vests that takes the weight off the 
belt and puts it in front. The only item left 
on the belt is the gun. The officer has tested 
the new vest for several weeks and it works 
well, Luke said. The special vest adds $283 
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The vests carry equipment in the front 
instead of the back like traditional vests 
that cause back problems. Only the gun 
will be on the hip. Public Safety Director 
Eric Luke said the vests he is ordering 
will have the police shield embroidered on 
the left instead of a metal badge. Instead 
of “Police” on the right side, the officer’s 
name will be in place. 


to the price of each vest and the government 
only helps with the cost of the regular 
vests. Ten regular vests cost $6,640 and the 
government will pay for half of that and the 
rest will be paid for by the forfeiture fund; 

e Approved the Oct. 15 resignation 
of Michelle Roman from the Building 
Department; 

e Heard Supervisor Morgan report he has 
appointed Trustee Rush as board liaison 
to the building department and Treasurer 
Bednark liaison to the water department; 

e Heard Supervisor Morgan announce he 
has appointed a hiring committee for the 
building department position; 


e Heard attorney Young say the two 
approvals for two storm water maintenance 
permits that were on the agenda of the 
meeting that couldn’t be held should 
have been taken off the agenda. He said 
the storm water work for the two Verizon 
towers should be completed and approved 
by Wayne County before coming to 
the township board to approve being 
responsible for maintenance of the ponds if 
the owner does not do so. “It’s not back on 
the agenda tonight because it’s premature,” 
Young said; 

e Heard Young say the Michigan Township 
Association, Michigan Municipal League, 
and Prosecuting Attorneys Association are 
pouring out information on recreational 
marijuana. He said he will bring 
information to the board at its next meeting 
or the meeting after that. “It’s important to 
get the facts, the accurate facts, and then 
review and discuss,” he said; and 

e Heard Hurst announce there is a new 
mandatory rule at the landfill and the 
landfill will no longer offer loaners for the 
high-visibility vest and hard hat as of a Jan. 
1 deadline. She suggested the township buy 
10 or 20 of the $21 kits of vest/hardhats 
and required a $21 deposit to loan it to 
residents to go to the landfill When they 
return the kit to the office they will get their 
$21 back, she said. Oddy asked if it was 
for people to go “up on the hill” or only 
to the dumpsters and Hurst said anyone on 
the property. Oddy suggested Young add it 
to his negotiations with the landfill. Oddy 
said he has never been asked to wear a vest 
or hardhat when he goes to the landfill. 
Supervisor Morgan said they would have to 
look into Hurst’s suggestion.

Editorial 
Tri-community 
seems to be opting 
out of pot shops 


Since the Nov. 6 election that approved 
recreational marijuana in Michigan, the 
tri-community municipalities have been 
heading toward opt-out status — for now. 

They can’t opt out of recreational 
marijuana because that is now carved in 
stone. But they can opt out of allowing 
dispensaries and growing centers in their 
communities. 

The state has to formulate the rules and 
the local communities seem to want to wait 
until they know what the rules are before 
agreeing to participate. 

On Nov. 13, the Van Buren Township 
Board of Trustees agreed — informally — to 
opt out for now and wait to see what the 
rules will be. They plan to pass the required 
ordinance that would ban dispensaries and 
grow sites within their borders, for now. 

On Monday, the Belleville City Council 
received a packet of information on the 
law and the city manager indicated the city 
would have to opt out in the future. 

On Tuesday, Sumpter Township attorney 
Rob Young said he would prepare the 
required ordinance to opt out for Sumpter 
for the next meeting. He would not be 
present, but he said the ordinance would be 
there and the board could pass it or not. It 
takes two meetings to pass an ordinance. 

Looks like the tri-community is opting out 
from the recreational marijuana business 
for now. Officials need to take their time to 
make sure decisions are right. 
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There was no meeting of the VBT En- 
vironmental Commission in November 
because Matthew Best, VBT Director 
of Public Services, said the operators of 
French Landing Dam had not gotten back 
to him with information on the proposed 
2019 Belleville Lake drawdown. The com- 
mission had no meeting scheduled on their 
regular day, which would have been the day 
before Thanksgiving, but agreed to hold a 
special meeting on Nov. 20 if the town- 
ship board had approved the drawdown. 
The commission wanted to get started on 
plans for the drawdown as soon as it was 
approved. 

But Best told commission members by 
email that the township board doesn’t have 
the information because Eagle Creek hasn’t 
gotten back to them, so no special meeting 
was set. In an October meeting Best said 
he has been working with Eagle Creek on 
a plan to submit to the MDNR, MDEQ, 
FERC, and others for approval of a draw- 
down. 
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Employees at 34th District Court were 
scheduled to sign the last piece of steel for 
the new courthouse on Monday and then 
see it raised into place by the crane. I’m 
told they were pushed to Tuesday by the 
weather. 

Court Administrator Al Hindman said 
the huge crane on site had approval from 
the airport to be working there. He said the 
airport said the flag on the top of the crane 
was enough and a beacon wasn’t needed 
because it’s down at night and not up all 
the time. He said it took months to get per- 
mission from the airport next door for the 
construction crane. 
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The U.S. Supreme Court is considering 
whether to hear arguments in a case about 
shorelines and whether municipalities can 
own the shoreline between a house and the 
water without paying the homeowner for 
the property. It has to do with the Great 
Lakes and Indiana and Michigan. Wonder 
if a Supreme Court decision will impact 
Van Buren Township’s ownership of the 
shoreline around Belleville Lake. 

The couple appealing the Indiana Su- 
preme Court ruling said they think the in- 
dividual property owners should own down 
to the water, wherever the water happens to 
be at the moment and strangers shouldn’t 
be allowed to use the shoreline behind pri- 
vate houses. 

The U.S. Supreme Court has given the In- 
diana Attorney General until Jan. 11 to re- 
ply to the appeal before it decides whether 
to hear the case. 

Meanwhile, property rights groups have 
been filing amicus or “friend of the court” 
briefs urging the high court to rule in favor 
of Don and Bobbie Gunderson, the couple 
filing the appeal.

Unfortunately, after another five 
minutes, she was also unable to come up 
with a replacement. 

So, on the way back home I decided 
to stop at the Belleville Pro Hardware to 
check out their stock, but not expecting to 
be able to find one. After searching through 
several dozen types, sizes, wattages and 
colors — guess what — Yes! I found exactly 
what I wanted and needed and it only took 
about four minutes. 

Moral of this story: Shop LOCALLY 
first.

Belleville teen bound 
over on 7 felony charges 
after fleeing police

Nathan Patrick-Thomas Ling, 17, of 
Belleville waived his preliminary exam 
before a 19" District Court judge on Nov. 
19 and was bound over to circuit court for 
an arraignment on the information. 

He is due to be at the Frank Murphy Hall 
of Justice on Nov. 26 before Wayne County 
Circuit Court Judge Deborah Thomas. 

He is being held in the Wayne County 
Jail on bond of $50,000/cash or surety, 
requiring a tether if he should make bond. 

Ling was arrested Nov. 7 during his third 
attempt to elude Dearborn Police, this time 
on foot. 

Van Buren Township Police put out 
the alert of a stolen vehicle and when a 
Dearborn police officer tried to stop Ling 
in the stolen vehicle, he fled at speeds up 
to 100 mph and the officer terminated the 
pursuit.

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VBT Clerk thanks Marie, Bob Krouse 
for flags on veterans’ graves

Van Buren Township Clerk Leon Wright 
personally thanked Marie and Bob Krouse 
for flag placements on veterans’ graves 
in the township cemeteries at the regular 
meeting of the VBT board on Nov. 13. 

Marie Krouse said Wendy Davis and her 
two daughters helped her and her husband 
place flags and the four of them did it in 
rain and snow. The Davis family continued 
to help out when Bob Krouse was unable 
to help because of other commitments, she 
said. 

“We know every veteran and we say 
every veteran’s name out loud as we place 
the flags,” Marie Krouse said. 

She said they get the new names of 
veterans through the clerk’s office, so if 
there are veterans the team doesn’t know 
about someone should let the clerk’s office 
know. 

If a death certificate of a veteran doesn’t 
say veteran, she said the death certificate 
should be amended. 

“And, please stop taking flags off other 
veterans’ graves,” Marie admonished the 
public, “because I'll just move them back. 
That’s the way I am.” 

The Krouses and helpers place flags on 
veterans’ graves in the Soop, Tyler, Denton, 
and Otisville cemeteries. 


Donald Boynton 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara called 
Donald Boynton forward to recognize him 
for his service on the planning commission 
and to mark his reappointment. 

Supervisor McNamara praised Boynton 
for earning his Citizen Certified Planner 
and Citizen Master Planner certifications.

Four co-defendants face 


gun charges for Aug. 10 
incident in VBT

Four co-defendants are facing preliminary 
exams on Nov. 28 in 34 District Court 
on charges of assault with a dangerous 
weapon and assault and battery in Van 
Buren Township on Aug. 10. 

They were present for their probable 
cause conferences in court on Nov. 21 by 
video from the Wayne County Jail where 
they were all being held on bonds of 
$20 ,000/cash or surety. 

Officer in charge of the case Detective 
Dale Harrison said this was the result of 
a fight in the parking lot at Harbour Club 
apartments. He said two brothers had an 
ongoing dispute with another four and it 
erupted in the parking lot. 

Tyler Wade Moran 

Co-defendant Tyler Wade Moran, 24, 
is charged with two counts of felonious 
assault (assault with a dangerous weapon), 
two counts of assault and battery, and 
one count of felony firearm. His court- 
appointed attorney is Andrew Dimaggio. 

Dimaggio asked for a reduction of the 
bond for his client. He said Moran works 
in the water and sewer industry, has two 
children, and this is his first felony charge. 

Magistrate Lisa Martin silently read the 
paperwork on the case and then denied the 
request, “based on the seriousness of the 
offense and the seriousness of the charges.” 

Preston Lloyd Kochan 
Co-defendant Preston Lloyd Kochan, 22, 
is charged with three counts of felonious 
assault (assault with a dangerous weapon) 
and one charge of assault and battery. 
His court-appointed attorney is Ashraf 
Al-Awanleh. Family members in the 
courtroom said Kochan and Moran are 

brothers. 

Michael Thomas Brooks 

Co-defendant Michael Thomas Brooks, 
25, is charged with two counts of felonious 
assault (assault with a dangerous weapon) 
and two counts of assault and battery. His 
court-appointed attorney is Daniel Bitar. 

An attorney standing in for Bitar said this 
incident happened four months ago and 
Brooks is working at a roofing company, 
living with his mother, and supporting a 
child. Magistrate Martin denied the bond 
for the same reasons she denied bond for 
Moran. 

Derek Scott Barlow 

Co-defendant Derek Scott Barlow, 24, 
is charged with two counts of felonious 
assault (assault with a dangerous weapon) 
and two counts of assault and battery. 
His court-appointed attorney is Kathleen 
Tulacz. 

Jarell Isah Hill 

In other unrelated cases, Jarell Isah Hill, 
21, waived his preliminary exam on a case 
out of Van Buren Township and another 
one out of the City of Belleville.
